Trees Hit by Killer 


Epidemic 
In Palms 
And Citrus 


A local authority on d e s e r t 
trees and scrubs, reported today 
that local palm and citrus trees 
"ere being killed by an epidemic 
of scaley - bark 
and penicilin- 
fungus. 


A test is now under 
way 
in 
front of the Palm Springs c i t y 
hall on a tree which had con­ 
tracted the fatal penicihn-fungus, 
and the fronds had turned brewn 
and died. 


Roy Wehrle was called in to at­ 
tempt to bring the tree back to 
life, and using a sulphur com­ 
allow the “ medicine" to be placed 
into the very heart of the tree. 
The tree had first been stripped 
of its fronds, and layed bare to 
allow the “ meeicine" to be placed 
in the trees heart. 
Wehrle said that the combina­ 
tion of medicine for the tree in­ 
cluded 
the 
sulphur 
compound, 
mixed with an insecticide which 
killed the worms so often a major 
cause in a trees death. 
Many have wondered how their 
trees get filled with worms^and 
Wehrle explained that the worms 
are left in the 
trees 
by 
birds 
which 
left 
excreta 
containing 
worm eggs in the tree. 
Both the 
scaley-bark and the 
peniciltn-fungus can be 
arrested 
if it is caught early enough, ac- ¡ 
cording to Wehrle. but many peo-! 
pie wait too long. 
He was particularly sure of his ! 
statements that an epidemic was 
in this a r e a , striking a 
death' 
blow to many cf the Washington-! 
ia. Filifera and Robustas w h i c h ! 
decorate the yards and byways 
of the resort city. In commenting 
on it, he said that he had per­ 
sonally observed more than t w o 
score of trees that were suffering 
from the deadly desease. 


Within the next eight weeks the 
experiment on the tree in front 
of the city hall should start show­ 
ing results, and within 
a 
fe w 
months should be born once again 
with the palm fronds a brighter 
healthier 
green 
than 
even 
its ; 
neighboring trees, provided t h e 
tree is not already dead.

High Landmark 
Was Project of 


Tom O'Donnell

Inspiration Point, true, is a re­ 
markable landmark. But it is also 
the site of one man's employment 
project, the site of a man-made 
cave, perhaps designed as a crypt 
but never used, and, in short, a 
reminder of a rem arkable man. 
The road leading up the hill to 
it, the wide level area chopped 
out of the mountainside, the cross 
constructed bv the late E arl C. 
Anthony — all these are w e l l 
known to local residents. 
But few know about 
the now- 
closeo-off liMle room burrowed out 
of the rock at the end of a 35 
foot-long tunnel drilled into the 
mountain by workmen 20 years 
ago And no one. even those who 
worked on it, is sure 
how old 
Thomas O’Donnell 
intended that 
room to be used. 
The Man 
There is little doubt O ’Donnell, 
the prominent Southern California 
oil pioneer, 
looked 
forw ard 
to 
building a home at 
Inspiration 
Point. Some say he w anted the 
mysterious room to be his crypt. 
But, if he did. he kept it a secret 
from his closest friends, and he is 
not buried there. 
O'Donnell himself, who died in 
1945, is fast becoming a shadowy, 
legendary figure 
here. 
Born 
in 
Erie County. Pennsylvania in 18­ 
70 he came to California with just 
a few dollars in his pocket at the 
*p,e of 18. 
Once here, he got a job as a field 
superintendent for Southern Cali­ 
fornia’s great 
oil 
resource 
de­ 
velopers. Charles A. Canfield. E. 
L. Doheny and Max H. Whittier, 
ft was O'Donnell who drilled the 
first oil wells in the Los Angeles 
basin and 'he Coalings area in 
the San Joaquin Valley. He was 
later head of the California Oil 
Corp. and the American Petroleum 
Institute. 
Built Golf Course 
Moving to Palm Springs in 1924, 
O’Donnell built a home and then 
spent more than $200.000 to build 
a nine-hole golf course for his per­ 
sonal use. The site used to be i 
public campground, long - t i m e 
re*-dents recall. 
Gradually, more and more of 
O'Donnell’s friends began to use 
the course and as he grew older 
th* oil pioneer decided to per­ 
petuate it in the form of a golf 
club. 
Organizing 
about 
25 
of 
h i s 
friends, including such well-known 
villagers as J. D. French, L. W. 
Dennison and lohn Kline, into the 
O’Donnell Golf Club, he deeded 
the property to the City of Palm 
Springs on condition that the golf 
club get a 99 year lease on it. 
It was during 
the depression 
that O’Donnell decided to build 
the road to Inspiration Point. Ac­ 
cording to Larry Sitter, manager 
of the golf club then and now. 
and others who rem enjber. the 
prim ary object was to give work 
to the many unemployed in town 
at that time. 
Work Provided 
Frank Reyes, now employed by 
the Rancho Mirage Water Com­ 
pany. who worked on the roadway, 
remembers O'Donnell as ‘ a very 
nice man with all of us. 
"He gave a lot of people work 
who needed it,” 
Reyes 
relates. 
"There were 18 to 20 men work­ 
ing and we worked 18 h o u r s 
straight sometimes. John K l i n e 
was the superintendent, though he 
worked right along with us. We 
used 
jackham m ers, did 
lots 
of 
blasting and worked around the 
clock.”

What housewives don’t know, 
says Tobey. is that the very thing 
that makes these waxes shine 
without rubbing — water — is in­ 
jurious to wood. Worse still, once 
down most of these self - polish 
waxes can’t be removed by or­ 
dinary means. 
Milady's ‘miracle’

•hus often puts her on hands and 
knees trying to remove old floor 
wax with razorblades and brush­ 
es. 
Technically, most self - polish­ 
ing waxes aren't waxes at all— 
they're resins or “ acrylics,” akin 
to those used in the production 
of shellac and plastics.

for trouble. 
"Frankly, we can’t find anything 
that will remove most kitchen 
waxes from wood floors without 
serious side effects.” 
Because they can’t be safely re­ 
moved. old layers of wax build up 
over a priod of time and become 
embedded with dirt. Eventaually 
they darken and discolor the floor. 
Once this happens, says t h e 
wood technologist, only sanding 
and refinishing can restore the 
floor's original beauty.

China Has Its Problems 


For the Chinese Communists 1961 may bo the year of 
"strategic retreats.” 


The greatest retreat was made in the place where the 
greatest progress was supposed to have been achieved - the 
reorganization of agriculture. 


Agriculture production figures for 1961 have not been pub­ 
lished. 


The Communist Chinese regime has been buying and will 
continue to buy grain from capitalist nations for at least an­ 
other three years. 


This year, however, the Communist press makes much of 
wind, rain or lack of rain to show that if things turn out badly, 
the Communist party will not be responsible. 


But back in 1956 to 1958 the party declared that the Com­ 
m unist system had "conquered nature" and that natural calami­ 
ties were a thing of the past on the China mainland. 


Mao Tse-tung's commune system also has come in for a 
share of retreats. 


In the past three years, under the pressure of successive 
emergencies, the commune system, has been modified and de­ 
centralized. 


More individual interest has gradually been allowed to the 
peasants—slightly larger plots of land for their own use, a little 
more freedom to grow subsidiary crops for their own beneiit, 
and the tolerance of some "free markets” where producers may 
sell and consumers buy certain commodities. 


As agricultural production fails to increase, the only means 
toward restoration of workers production enthusiasm is by mak­ 
ing major concessions, or returning a little to "capitalism."
